! have no problems with the Alexis Vargas trial on 8-9, but \ also have a case scheduled in Springfield and Holyoke on 8- 
10. If you are going to have me on call, Pm guessing you will not get to me until after the lunch break as it will 
probably take me 214 hours once I get the call to get there.
